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A commaundeth all manner officers both Eccleſiaſticall and Tempozall, to 
— whomthe regard hereof doth belong, fraightly to ſee the Came well and 
duely obſerued. Milling and commanding them both in the name of Almighty God,befoze whom they ſhall 
aunſ were foꝛ their perticuler charges, and as they wyll alſs aunſwere to her Maieſtie foz the apparaunt 
contempt oꝛ negligence, that they do not either by theyꝛ o wne example, oꝛ by lacke of execution of their auc- 
thoꝛitie, permpt ſuch licencious and carnall diſoꝛder, in contempt of God and man, d onelp to the ſatiſfacti- 
on of deuylyſhe and carnall appetite, to bee ſuffered vnpunpſbed. And becauſe the manner of the execution 
hereofin the Citie # Suburbes of London ⁊ Weſtminſter ſhall geue good example to the reſt of the Nealme: 
Der Maieſtie by this pꝛelent Pꝛoclamation ſtrapghtlp commaundeth and chargeth the Maio: of her ſaid 
Citie, and other pꝛincipall officers of Meſtminſter, that no Bocher , Pulter, noz victueller ſball kyll oz ſelf, 
02 cauſe to be kylled oz ſolde within the ſaid Citie oꝛ the ſuburbes, oz within weſtminſter, oꝛ the turiſdic= 
tion thereof, any fleſbe, befoze the Tueſday next after Paline Sunday next comming: noz that any Table 
keper, Jnholder, Uictueller, oꝛ any other perſon that kepeth any houſe whereto anye perſons do oz ſhall res 
ſoꝛt foz meate and dꝛinke foz they: monep,noz any other perſon reſyding within the ſame places ſhall dꝛeſſe 
oꝛ ſuffer,oz conſent to be dꝛeſſed, oꝛ eate, oꝛ ſuffer to be eaten, any fleſb within any ol theyꝛ houſes befoze Ea- 
ſter day next vpon payne that euery perſon and perſons that ſhal offende contrary to this oꝛder, ſhall fozfeyt 
and pay to her hyghneſle foz euery ſuch offence twentie poundes, thone halfe to be diſpoſed by theyz Church- 
wardens, to theyꝛ pooꝛe people inhabityng the paryſhe where thoffence ſhall be founde, and thother to her 
highneſſe vſe,asin line caſe is oꝛdered. And beſides,yfthe perſon offendyng be a Citizen, he ſballby the Ma⸗ 
ioꝛ and his bꝛethꝛen without delay be immediatly foz euer diſfraunchiſed:and being a Table keper oz Uictu- 
eller, vtterly diſabled in any place to bſe the kame Trade. And it he be no Citizen, then he ſhall ouer and 
beſides the ſayde fozfeyture,haue fo2 euery ſuch offence ten dayes impꝛiſlonment without bayle: And pk the 
partie offending be not able to pay the ſayd fozfaiture immediately vpon pꝛole made of thoffence committed, 
the ſame ſball foz euery ſuch offence,ſtand one market day in the market time openly vpon the pillozye, du. 
ryng the ſpace of vi.houres, And alſo that euery Alderman within his warde, ſball twyſe this Lent tyme 
cauſe an enqupꝛy and pzeſentment to bee made, by the othes of rit. honeſt and ſubſtantiall Citizens of 
the came Ward, being not Bochers, Pulters, common Uictuellers, noz Table kepers, what perſonshaue 
02 do offend in eating, kylling, oꝛ ſelling offleſbe within that warde: wherof thone enquiry ſhalbe the Mun⸗ 
daye after mydlent Sunday, and the other in the weeke nert befoze Eaffer , and that in the choiſeof the 
perſons which ſhall ſo enquire, good regard be had, that they be ſuch as be beſt diſpoſed to fynd aut, and truly 

to pꝛelent ſuch offences without reſpect ofperſons, And alſo that the Maio with his bzethzen cauſe once 

euery fo:nyght pꝛiuie ſearch to be made by honeſt and truſty perſons of the houſes of all Bochers, Pulters; 

Table kepers, Tauernes, Uictuellers , and other ſuſpectedhouſes, foz the better vnderſtanding whether 

they oꝛ any ol them do offende in the pzemilles : and that yl they ſhall tynde either by this ſearche, oz by a- 
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ny lawfull pꝛołe bꝛought befoze them, any perſon to haue offended, that then immediately they cauſe thof- 
fenders to be puniſhed,as aboue is exp2eſſed, without fauour,affection, oz reſpect ofperſon. 

And it is further oꝛdered and commanded,that aſwell the ſaid Daioz,as alſo euery of the ſaid Aldermen, 
and the pzincipall officers within the liberties of Meſtminſter, hall certifle vnto her highneſſe Courte of 
Chauncerie befoze the firſt day of Eaffer terme, vpon patne of C. pounde, what euery of them hath done 
in the execution of the pꝛemiſſes, vnder their hands and ſeales, to thintent that her highneſle thereby may 
conſider what diligence 02 negligence ſball be vſed in the execution hereof , that therevpon oꝛder may be ta- 
ken with euery one of them accozding to their deſerts. 

Pꝛouided alwayes that this oꝛder extendenot to puniſh any perſonthat by the lawes eccleſiafticall and 
tempoꝛall ofthis Realme, be permitted to ſell, kill,oz eate fleſhe. And foz the better intelligence of perſons 
licenſed vpon reaſonable andneceſſary cauſe, that none other maye be coullered thereby: it is oꝛdered and 
commaunded that euery perſon hauing any licence,ſhallnotifie the tame tothe Alderman of the warde, and 
Curate ofthe parich, oꝛ to one of them at the leaſte where he dwelleth, and intendeth to take the benefite of 
the diſpenſation. This maner,oz the like oꝛder, her Maieſtie commaundethto be obſerued as nye as the 
ſame map be in all places thꝛough her Kealme, with like penaltie, and ſpectally in all cozpozall townes, 
from which townes cozpozate being ſcituate within cxl,myles of London: her Maieſties pleaſure is, that 
certificate in fourme afozeſaide be made into her Mateſties Chauncerie, at the furtheſt befoze the ſecond re⸗ 
tourneof Eaſter Terme, vpon papne of one hundꝛed poundes to be leuied to her Maieſties vſe, vpon theſaid 
coꝛpoꝛation ſo making default : and from all other coꝛpoꝛations, being further diſtant, certificat is to bee 
made as is afozeſaid befoze the laſt day of Eaſter Terme, vpon like penaltie. And foz the better obſeruation 
hereot, her Maieſtie requireth and in Gods name chargeth all Biſhops, Curates, and other eccleſiaſtical 
perſons hauing the cure of ſoules,02 the charge ofpzeaching,to exhoꝛt and perſwade,the people to fozbeare 
this carnall licence a boldneſſe to bꝛeake common oꝛder, and to let them plainely vnderſtande the great dan · 
gers of the wzath of Almightie God, that hath and will al wayes light vpon ſuch rebellious and obſtinate 
people, that moꝛe regard their bellies and appetites, then tempozance and obedience,
